PROMULGATION OF ORDINANCES. 

ORDER. 


(Gazetted March 1st, 1924). 

I. The following Ordinances, of which the drafts were published in the 
Official Gazette of December 15, 1923, are hereby promulgated in the form in 
which they were so published. The Ordinances shall be in force as from the 
date of publication of this Order. 

Game Preservation Ordinance No. 1 of 1924. 

Foreign Imports Additional Duty Amendment Ordinance No. 2 of 1924. 

II. The Road Transport Amendment Ordinance, No. 3 of 4924, is hereby 
promulgated in the form in which the draft was published in the Gazette of 
January 15, 1924, subject to the following addition to Article 8 thereof; and 
shall he in force as from the date of publication of this Order. 

At the beginning of Article 8 the following paragraph shall be added : 

“Article 19 (iii) c. of the Road Transport Ordinance of 1924 is hereby 
repealed, and the following clause substituted therefor : 

“The number of persons to be carried in such vehicles, and the 
duty to carry passengers, and the extent of such duty”. 

III. The Arrest of Offenders and Searches Ordinance, No. 4 of 1924, is 
hereby promulgated in the form in which the draft was published in the Gazette 
of January 45, 4924, subject to the following amendment of Article 29; and 
shall be in force as from the date of publication of this Order. 

Article 29 shall read : 

“Articles 24 —£ 40 and 43 — 49 of the Ottoman Code of Criminal 
Procedure, and the Rules of Court concerning arrest and search issued 
by the Senior Judicial Officer, dated 40th October, 1918, are hereby repealed”.
